DEFIED STATE OF COLUMBIA. 


BROUGHT HOME THE REMAINS 
: OF C. K. BROWNING. 


He Was an American Killed Near 


Bocas Del Toro, and the Law 
Forbade the Exhuming of 
the Body. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 21.—To recover 
the body of Charlton K,. Browning, who 
was buried in Colombia, where disinter- 
ment is not allowed for 18 months, Joseph 
D. Derbes, an attorney, and J. E. Jolet, a 
traveling man, braved many dangers, nar- 
rowly escaped death by shipwreck and with 
their own hands opened the grave into 
which the body had been placed two 
months ago and brought the casket to this 
country, arriving here to-day. 

It was on June 1 that a naptha launch 
on which Mr. Browning, who was the con- 
fidential agent of a New Orleans firm, was 
a passenger, exploded off Bocas Del Toro. 
He died on June 17, and was buried the next 
day. Permission was refused the repres- 
entatives of his family to exhume his 
body. The Colombian Government pointed 
to itg law, prohibiting the disinterment of 
bodies until 18 months had elapsed, and de- 
clined to listen to arguments. 

Derbes and Jolét sailed from New Orleans 
in the middle of July to secure the body of 
Browning. 

Upon reaching Bocas Del Toro they ap- 
plied to United States Consul Hands, who 
told them their mission was helpiess. A\!- 
cade Brayo of Bocas refused to allow them 
to open Browning's grave. 

They hired a tug and set off for Colon. 
The drunken pilot lost his reckoning, a 
storm came up, they were blown 6 milies 
from their course and for a while death 
seemed certain. At last the wind went 
down and Colon was reached after many 
hardships. There the Prefect listened to 
what they had to say and finally gave 
them an order on the Alcade at Bocas, in- 
structing him to allow them to disinter 
Browning's body. 

When they reached Bocas, armed with the 
order, they thought their troubles were 
over. But they could find no one who 


would open the grave. There was nothing 
left but to open the grave themselves. 

Lest further obstacles should be thrown 
in their way, Derbes and Jolet waited unti] 
midnight. They carried the casket, which 
had been sent for the reception of the body. 
to the spot where Browning had been buried 
and went to work. After four hours’ hard 
work the body had been placed in the cas- 
ket and carried to the steamship Srej) 
which was in waiting. They salled art once 
for Mobile. 

Derbes and Jolet were given a reception 
by the Pythians of New Orleans to-day 
when the train oy in, and they stepped 
off ip charge of the body. The buria: jn

Capt. Juncke followed. He said he was a

THE COURT OF CASSATION. 


Explanation of the Legal Proceedings 
Which Led to Dreyfus’ Retrial. 
The Court of Cassation, which revised the 
verdict of guilty reached by the first court- 
martial and ordered that Dreyfus be re- 
tried, is the highest judiciary tribunal in 
France, the equivalent of the United States 

Supreme Court. | 

The Court of Cassation is divided into 
three divisions—one the criminal chamber, 
the second the civil chamber, the third the 
petition chamber. The iatter has no pre- 
cise parallel in the courts of this country. 

The province of the different chambers 
of the Court of Cassation is to decide cases 
which have appealed from lower courts. 
Each chamber is a court of appeals. Cases 
brought before it are not decided upon their 
facts. The court simply investigates the 
forms ofiaw followed in the previous trial, 
and wherever there has been an infringe- 
ment or deviation a new trial is ordered 
before such tribunal as it sees fit. In ex- 
ceptional cages the three chambers sit as 
one court. 

When it was decided, in October,1898, to 
review the Dreyfus case it was first argued 
in the criminal chamber of the Court of 
Cassation, presided over by M. ew.

SCENES RECALLING THE DAYS OF 
THE COMMUNE. 


Vacillating Policy of the Authorities 
in Regard to Guerin, the Jew- 
Baiter, Is Largely Respon- 
sible for the Riots. 


PARIS, Aug. 21.—Paris is quiet to-day 
but that peace prevails is because the 
whole police force of the city is on duty, 
and no crowds are permitted to gather in 
any quarter. 


_ The scenes yesterday were strikingly 


,like the days of the Commune. Rioters 
|held possession of the streets and in the 
conflicts with the police 380 persons were 
injured. Three hundred and sixty were ta- 
-ken to the hospitals. Fifty-nine police 
agents were wounded, besides Commissar- 
‘tes Goutir and Dolsmine. One ‘hundred 
and fifty persons were arrested, of whom 
eighty are detained in custody. 

The papers of this city, in commenting, 
are unanimous in pronouncing the situa- 
tion to be of the most serious character. 
The Conservative and Nationalist organs 
accuse the government of provoking yes- 
terday’s bloodshed by unjustifiable ar- 
Tests. 

The Gaulols reproaches the Cabinet 
not having taken measures to prevent the 
excesses. , 

The Radical, Revisionists and Republican 
papers insist on the necessity of more firm- 
ness on the part of the Ministry, and de- 
clare the Ministers must defend the re- 
public against secret machinations and at- 
tempts at an uprising. 

The Radical press protests against the 
Gisorders and hopes the police will pre- 
vent a recurrence of them. 

LEADER OF THE RIOT. 


The man who incited the riots, Sebastien 
Faure, is a type of the mild-mannered, 
theoretical anarchist. While he has coun- 
tenanced such acts as that of Vaillant, 
who threw a bomb in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, he has kept himself very carefully 
hitherto from active participation in the 
“propaganda by deed,” and such brief 
terms of imprisonment as he has suffered 
have been merely for anarchistic speeches 
and writings. 

ure was one of the first to rally to 
the side of revision in the Dreyfus case. 
Faure and other anarchist and socialist 
jeaders called a meeting of their followers 
@a an offset to the Rue de Chabrol siege, 
theypublic generally must not be allowed 
to pose that only the anti-semites were 
moving. and the advanced revisionists must 
give signs of life. 

It is likely that Faure had wo idea of 
the meeting he had called doing a more 
than pass a number of platonic resolu- 
tions, and then disperse quietly or be dls- 
persed to the accompaniment of a few 
cuffs and kicks by the police.

M. Guerin, enraged at 
the loss of his Sunday dinner, flung the 
window open and shook hs fist, exclaim- 
ing: “If a single one of my men should 
complain of hunger I will blow Lepine's 
(prefect of police) head off the first time he 
passed through the streets. 

“You, policemen, -who have the misfor- 
tune to serve a band of scoundrels, ought 
to let things go. You can't allow us to die 
of hunger. ay bon Dieu, but we shall re- 
sist. en us up what our friends have 
thrown us or fire on us at once, savages.”’ 


GATHERING OF THE 


In response to an appeal of the Journal 
Le Peuple and La Petite Republique, 
groups of anarchists and socialists gathered 
about 3 o'clock Sunday afternoon in the 
Place de la Republique. The police had 
taken precautions, and -there seemed no 
Ganger of disorder. Sebastian 
Faberot, well-known revolutionary anar- 
chists, were the ringleaders. 

Faure, standing on the pedestal of the 
@tatue which rises in the center of the 
Place de la Republique, addressed the 
crowd. Among other things, he said that 
the anarchists should be masters of the 
streets. The police then interfered and 
disiodged Faure and Faberot, making three 


ts. 

“The crowd at this point dispersed, but a 
column of demonstrators, headed by Faure 
and Henri d’'Horr, made for the Place de la 
Nation. The police broke through the 
column, and a struggle for the mastery 
followed. Shots were fired, and M. Goul- 
lier, commissary of police, was twice 
stabbed with a knife. 

This threw the police into momentary 
confusion. The mob reassembled and ran 
toward the Place de la Nation. The police, 
re-enforced by a squad that had been held 
in reserve, made another attempt to stem 
the current, and fresh, flerce fighting oc- 
cu three constables being wounded. 


CATHOLIC CHURCH LOOTED. 

In the meantime the anarchist mob re- 
traced its course to the Place de la Re- 

ublique, smashing the windows of ri lig- 
ous edifices on the way. 

Suddenly, either at the word of command 
or in obedience to impulse, the column 
made a loop and curved toward the Chureh 
of St. Ambroise, where the ricters smashed 
the windows. 

Proceeding thence toward the Faubourg 
du Temple, at the corner of the Rue Dar. 
boy and the Rue Mauri-Popincourt, they 
formed up into a compact body. Hatchere 
were suddenly prodvced, with knives stolen 
from the counters of shops, and a concerted 
rush wae made upon the Church og... tz.

The wild horde burst Into the church, 
which instantly became a scene of pillage 
and sacrilege. Altars and statues were 
hurled to the floor and smashed; pictures 
were rent, candlesticks and ornaments from 
high altars were thrown down and trampled 
under foot. The crucifix above was made 
the target for missiles, and the figure of 
the favior was fractured tn several places.

Fifty or sixty policemen were seen strik- 
ing wiidly at every person within reach of 
the Boulevard de Magenta. A lad was 
knocked down, and while trying to rise a 
policeman literally Jumped over him. 

According to some = accounts, aving 
stones were torn up and used as missles.

The police had to draw their 
swords against the anarchists, who assail- 
ed them with stones. Four policemen were 
wounded, two so seriously that they had to 
be taken to the hogrpital.

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—Margaret Potter, 
daughter of O. W. Potter, millionaire, has 
written a book, “‘The Social Lion,’’ that 
has set Chicago blushing and gasping. 
Under the name, ‘‘Robert Doloy Williams,”’ 
a young woman who left school but a few 
years ago, writes things that few of the 
“realists’’ would dare to put before the pub- 
lic. No publisher would take the chance, 
so Miss Potter published the book at ther 
own expense, 


The novel is suppose® to depict scenes in 
Chicago's highest society. The plot is a 
jumble. 

According to the philosophy of ‘“‘The So- 
cial ‘Lingo’’ no man exists Who is not 
steeped in every variety of physical and 
moral madness. Even the accepted belief 
in the innocence of young girls is sneered 
at, and they are credited with vicious ten- 
dencies of which they understand the full 
import. 

Here is a characteristic extract: 

“Oh, masculine ones, husbands, brothers. 
lovers and would-be Brummels, how long 
will you continue to regard femininity as 
bigeyed and innocently gullible? Just so long 
perhaps, as you have anything to conceal. 
But do you fanoy that your own vices are 
not strongly mirrored in all those artless 
little heads? Have they, think you, neither 
knowledge or suspicion in their befrizzled 
depths? Because women are not supposed 
to play poker or drink things stronger than 
unliquored oyster cocktails, do you imagine 
that they have no ideas on these subjects, 
and have not at times earnestly longed to 
enjoy them, havihg never experienced the 
actual vulgarity of masculine’ existence? 
And do you asatfil fancy that they are not 
aware of the worst things that you do?’’ 

The equanimity with which tender debu- 
tantes listen to the risque tidbits whispered 
in their ears by society men in ‘‘The Social 
Lion’’ who attend them in boxes at the 
theater and opera, will be a revelation to 
people who have always imagined that the 
majority of men permitted by fathers and 
brothers to enter the family circle were 
gentiemen.

Commander Miller's report has gone far 
to dispel the rumors which have been cur- 
rent since the departure of the Badger 
of a renewal of strife in the islands. In 
any event, the temporary government 
which is now in force and wiil continue 
to admirister Samoan affairs until the 
three powers act upon the recommendation 
of the commissions for the final govern- 
ment of the islands is believed by the 
authorities to be sufficlently strong and 
harmonious to hold the natives in check.

‘In my opinion, the rebellion, the laat of 
which we are trying to suppress, wa. due, 
in the first place, to the tyranny of some 
of the religious orders, the exercise of ar- 
bitrary powcr by the Governor-Generals 
and the delay ana corruption of justice. 

“The leaders of the rebellion tell their 
followers the most astounding tales cf the 
Americans, ana the common peuple believe 
that the priests under American rule would 
subject them to the same tyranny. That 
the American army killed priests or other- 
wise maltreated churchmen.or church prop- 
erty, is, I believe, utterly without founda- 
tion. 

“Aguinaldo is believed in the islands to 
be honest, and I think that he is acting 
honestly in money matters, but whether 
from moral or political reasons I would 
not say. While I do not care to discuss the 
real motives behind the rebellion at this 
time, I will say that if it were suppressed 
there would be many prominent native offi- 
cilals out of an occupation.”

There can be no difficulty in deciding that the riots in Paris 
are the result of a carefully planned scheme to injure the 
cause of Dreyfus by arousing clerical and reactionary public 
opinion against the cause he represents. 

These riots were not led by_Socialists. The aims and acts 
of the mob which wrecked chfirches and cafes had no more 
to do with the theories of Socialism or Anarchism than with 
the nodes of the moon. 

Rioting of this character was the last thing that friends 
of Dreyfus would have countenanced. The French Socialists, 
in the present crisis, have been ardent ehampions of the es- 
tablished government.

A SOUTH AMERICAN UNION. 


The demonstrations in Rio Janeiro in favor of a union of 
Brazil and Argentina are said to be not without significance 
by officials in Washington. 

The amalgamation of these two States would make a na- 
tion larger in area than the United States, with natural re- 
sources little, if any, inferior. Brazil has an area of 3,208,878 
square miles; Argentina, 1,778,195. The United States, includ- 
ing Alaska contains 4,988,074 square miles.

THE TEMPER OF THE COURT. 


To an American observer one of the most intéresting feat- 
ures of the Dreyfus affair is the prevailing uncertainty in 
France concerning the temper of the court. 

Great stress is put upon the impression produced upon the 
members of the court by the witnesses. Everybo@y seems 
to be watching the judges, expecting to see reflected in their 
faces an anticipation of their conclusion. It does not seem to 
be taken for granted that they are disinterested arbitrators 
holding the balance of justice and reserving their judgment 
until all the evidence is in. They seem to be suspected of 
bias, and more importance is attached to their prejudices and 
preconceived notions than to their sense of duty as even handed 
investigators. 

Such speculations would not be possible In am American 
court, where partiality is seldom seen among judges. Of 
course they are human and therefore not above human pas- 
sion, but the assumption of their intellectual iritegrity and 
moral firmness is justified by three generations of good con- 
duct. 

The members of the court-martial at Rennes may be just and 
impartial men, but the surmises concerning their attitude 
toward the prisoner throw a strange light upon the condition 
of public administration in France.
